thrcc-ycar old daughter with her. 
She is happy that now, as at Concor- 
dia librairies, anybody can enter. 

One stack manager, who asked 
not to be identified , worried that the 
open-stack policy will prove 
cosily. Explaining that with so 
many photocopiers thataren’tserv- 
iced on weekends, vandalism 
would increase as visiting high 
school and CEGEP students “will 
probably just rip out the pages they 
want instead of waiting.” 

Loose pages cannot be detected 
with the library’s “tattletapc" sys- 
tem. “Anything can go on up there 
when there isn’t a guard to super- 
vise,” he said. 

Another librarian claimed that 
he has “never seen so many winos 
in all my years at McGill," referring 
to the derelicts who rummage 
through cafeteria garbage cans and 
ask for spare change. "Wait until it 



starts to get cold and those winos 
look (in McLennan) for a nice 
warm place to stay," he warned. 

Branch Librarian and Public 
Relations administrator Bill Currcn 
believes that although McLennan 
may well have to consider "beefing 
up" security again, a major part of 
the success of the new policy will 
rest with users. 

“The way people conduct them- 
selves in the library is essential. We 
rely on all our users to behave them- 
selves in a library that is not theirs 
but that they have to share with 
other people," he said. 

“I would not like to see the li- 
brary used as simply a book deposi- 
tory,” he added. “I iLn’t think we 
should prevent people from using 
the library for research.” 

He acknowledged that problems 
like exhibitionism assault or other 
kinds of harrassment may increase 
with less security but said they 



could only be solved if students 
bring forth their complaints. 

Administration is also consid- 
ering re-uniforming guards as they 
arc easier to identify in case of 
emergency and also tend to have a 
deterrent effect on theft and vandal- 
ism. Because the guards are now 
privately hired by McGill and not 
part of the Commissionner Corps, 
they have not been uniformed. 

In the meantime, while lines 
for photocopiers lengthen with the 
influx of users, noise levels in- 
crease, bag-people delight, and 
risks remain with largely unsuper- 
vised stacks, a sole guard stands 
vigil in the front foyer, unable to dc 
little else but observe.

Corporate violence in the NHL

Thirty years ago. Red Storrcy, 
the premiere NHL referee of his 
time, retired after being attacked by 
two fans, bombarded with debris, 
and verbally abused. In the early 
‘80s, Ontario Attorney General Ian 
Scott charged hockey star Dino 
Cicarclli of the Minnesota North 
Stars with assault. Cicarclli had vi- 
ciously attacked a rookie during a 
game. In justifying the charges, 
Scott accused the NHL of neglect- 
ing to control violence in profes- 
sional hockey. 

These are not isolated incidents. 
The NHL has historically dealt with 
league decay in an arbitrary and 
lackluster way. Criminal acts on the 
ice are rarely penalized. Violence is 
not only perpetuated but is an ac- 
cepted aspect of the game. Refe- 
rees, the only individuals who en- 
force law and order on the ice, arc 
often ignored. 

In his new book, Yellow Sunday, 
Sandy Jenkins documents how the 
league has come to condone intimi- 
dation and violence in order to 
maximize profit. 

He argues NHL bosses manipu- 
late the rules of the game in order to 
secure their own flow of revenue. 
Anything that interferes with their 
profitable rate of return, be it a call 
by a referee or an attempt to organ- 
ize a players’ union, is stamped out. 

Jenkins attributes these prob- 
lems in part to the structural organi- 
zation of the NHL. He argues that 
the President functions as a figurc- 
h.ud for the vested interests of NHL 
bosses. The constitution and 
by-law's invest-a good deal of au- 



thority and power in the position of 
President, granting him complete 
control of operations and direction 
of the league’s business affairs. 

The result, Jenkins claims, is the 
loss of discipline, integrity and 
leadership in the game of hockey. 

He cites the New Jersey-Boston 
play-off fiasco as an example. After 
the third game of the Dcvils-Bruins 
Stanley Cup semi-final series, 
Devils coach Jim Shocnficld as- 
saulted the referee. Shocnficld was 
suspended for one game. The mis- 
conduct penalty was issued by the 
NHL executive vice-president in 
charge of disciplinary matters. 

Lou Lamcoriello, President and 
General Manager of the Devils, 
attained a temporary restraining 
order from a Superior court Judge 
to allow Shoenfield to continue 
coaching. 

A referee walk-out ensued. The 
fourth game of the play-off semi- 
final game was refereed by amateur 
officials. 

Jenkins claims this incident is 
indicative of the corporate corrup- 
tion in the league. He indicts the 
“lawyers and ham-headed owners 
and their puppet blow-dried presi- 
dent, who seems never to have liked 
the game he oversees." 

According to Jenkins, violence 
in the game is encouraged because 
owners believe it sells. He cites 
various incidents in which serious 
violent infractions have been dealt 
with lightly. But when actual reve- 
nue is threatened, the NHL acts 
swiftly. 

President Ziegler has suspended 
players for drug poscssion and use. 
Yet he has refused to sanction play- 



ers who drink and drive. Jenkins 
suggests this is because “beer 
money runs the NHL.” 

• Jenkins neglects a substantative 
analysis of the NHL power struc- 
ture when analyzing the decay of 
the league. By isolating violence as 
a result of corporate involvement in 
the sport, he ignores the effect of 
exploitation on other aspects of the 
game. For example, why docs the 
sports media cover the NHL so un- 
critically? What are the effects of 
the NHL power structure on the 
players and thcirability to organize. 
What effects do the economics of 
the game have on the referees? 

The work is unprecedented and 
its originality makes it vulnerable 
to such mistakes. 

Jenkins docs not claim to be a 
writer, just a “disappointed hockey 
fan”. 

“I had never written before. I 
didn’t even know what a punctua- 
tion hash was,” he said. 

Real hockey fans must chal- 
lenge the corporate environment 
that is ruining their sport They 
must avoid being absorbed by the 
apathetic state of spectatorship and 
becoming simply a market for the 
hockey business. 

The journalists, who make their 
living from the game, have much to 
lose from the demise of the NHL. 

No, Jenkins is not a great writer, 
and his book could stand a thorough 
edit. But Jenkins is an activist who 
will not sit down and watch a gang 
of rich owners take away the game 
he knows best.

Export crops like coffee arc no longer grown 
at the expense of subsitcncc crops for feeding the people. Many basic foodstuffs arc 
subsidized and every Nicaraguan is guaranteed enough to cat. 

Coffee however is still the most important source of foreign currency for 
Nicaraguas battered economy. But today, because so many agriculture workers 
have had to leave their farms to fight against the U.S.- sponsored contras, it is 
difficult for Nicaragua to harvest all the coffee. Every year they rely on international 
work brigades to help pick the coffee.

We certainly can never condone 
the taking of these drugs in sport, 
but we need to look at our own use 
of them in society and whyoru chil- 
dren grow up with a value system 
that supports the taking of some- 
thing to make use feel better, pep us 
up, relieve constipation, put us to 
sleep, overcome anxiety or depre- 
sion, and the latest to sustain an 
erection. 



Even as we must look within 
ourselves to overcome these hclath 
problems and begin to be person- 
ally responsible for our lives, we 
must look to the medical establish- 
ment as it has been instrument^ in 
leading us to this drug dependent 
mentality and ask why. The use of 
steroids by Olympic athletes and 
other athletes will not decrease 
because of Ben Johnson’s experi- 
ence, but the ways of using them 
wihtout detection will become 
more widespread. 

Just as cigarette smoking de- 
creased when the hammer came 
down on the powerful tobacco in- 
dustry, so it will be when we beegin 
to confront the pharmaceutical 
companies for selling us a bill of 
goods and the medical establish- 
ment for supporting this destructive 
practice, individual doctors as well 
as a growing number of hclath pro- 
fessionals arc already making in- 
roads in this direction. Through a 
new awakening about the dangers 
of all drugs, in time, the Ben 
Johnsons will run on their own 
stream.

In the editorial. The McGill Trib- 
une was antagonized for their treat- 
ment of this important issue. The 
authors claim that by not reporting 
the issue from the outset, iheT- 
ribune completely dismissed the 
issue as an “unsubstantiated ru- 
mor.” ThcTribune's reasons for not 
printing an article, these two editors 
should welt know, has nothing 
whatsoever to so with the newspa- 
per’s acknowledgement of the inci- 
dent, or its seriousness, but due to 
special requests not to print an ar- 
ticle, and due to a dearth in pertinent 
facts. The media’s objective rc- 
sponsiblity is essential when deal- 
ing with a court case where reported 
statements can be used as evidence. 

Th eTribune might have had an 
obligation to write an article, in 
addition to their editorial entitled 
’Trying to clear the air,’’as part of 
their mandate to cover campus 
news, however, the asbcncc of an 
article in ihcTribune docs not com- 
pare with the Daily’s distortion of 
the facts. Your choice to print the 
initial article discussing the inci- 
dent apparently stemmed from the 
fact that The Montréal Daily News 
planned to print the story, and so as 
not to have been scooped, the Daily 
printed an article the same day. The 
result was consistent with your 
nonexistent mandate on objectivity 
and your complete disregard or 
concern for the facts. 

The editorial’s treatment of the 
McGill men’s Rugby Club was just 
as irresponsible. By stating that the 
Rugby Club “attempted to deny” 
any involvement in the alleged 
rape, implicitly inferred their par- 
ticipation. The Rugby Club has 
categorically denied any involve- 
ment in the incident, and this fact 
should have been stated clearly and 
directly.

They were told that the Foundation does not get 
involved in anti-smoking advocacy since the to- 
bacco industry represents a major source of fund- 
ing for the QHF. 

Such are the politics of tobacco.

THE POLITICS 

OF SMOKING 



“I was outraged that they do ab- 
solutely no lobbying for legislation 
to protect people from environ- 
mental tobacco smoke despite the 
fact that tobacco smoke is the single 
largest cause of heart disease,” says 
Clean Air Coalition member An- 
dreas Seibert 

“The money they accept from 
the tobacco industry has strings 
attached. Thai’s why the Cancer 
Society and the Canadian Medical 
Association stopped accepting 
donations from tobacco companies 
years ago,” he adds. 

“These groups would not accept 
money from an industry that causes 
the problem they are fighting. It just 
isn’t ethical. It would be like Am- 
nesty International accepting 
money from a company that manu- 
factures torture equipment” 

Québec Heart Foundation direc- 
tor Justine Sentcnne defended her 
organization, saying "we can’t 
check every conglomerate to sec if 
they have connections in the to- 
bacco industry.” 

Sentcnne refused to disclose 
how much money the Heart Foun- 
dation receives each year from 
Imasco (the holding company for 
Imperial Tobacco) but she was 
eager to explain that the money was 
contributed by employees as well 
as the company. 

The tobacco industry also con- 
tributes to the Kidney Foundation, 
which supports research into kid- 
ney disorders, including cancer of 
the kidneys, a disease directly 
linked to tobacco. 

Kidney Foundation spokesper- 
son Shelley Paris admits her or- 
ganization rccievcs contributions 
from tobacco companies. 

“From a non-profit organiza- 
tion’s point of view, how can you 
turn down these donations when it 
is already so difficult to raise 
money?” Paris said. 

The Kidney Foundation does 
not do any lobbying or advocacy 
work to protect people from to- 
bacco nor docs it speak out against 
the tobacco companies. 

Until recently, tobacco com- 
pany executives were running the 
Kidney Foundation and organizing 
their fund drives. 

Victor Drury, a former senior 
vice-president at Imasco, served as 
the foundation’s executive director 
until last month, when he left to 
campaign for re-election as a Lib- 
eral MP. 

Paul Pare, who was the chief 
executive officer for Imasco, rc- 
• cently served as the corporate cam- 



paign chairperson for the Kidney 
Foundation. 

Drury and Pare both deny that 
there is any connection between 
tobacco and cancer of the kidneys 
or any other diseases. 

RULE BY THE BUCK 

Seibert, who is lobbying for a 
smoke-free Concordia, said he is 
disillusioned by the politics of to- 
bacco, where profit is more impor- 
tant than health concerns. 

“These foundations do not want 
to bite the hand that feeds them ," he 
said, adding that Sentcnne became 
angry when he questioned her 



nificant things would have to be 
done about this problem. Nothing 
was done. 

That same year, former Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent, who 
still wielded enormous political 
influence, was serving as chairper- 
son of Rothman’s board of direc- 
tors. 

Today, Canadian politics are 
just as clouded by tobacco influ- 
ence. Bill Neville, an influential 
lobbyist, former chief of staff for 
Joe Clark and a good friend of 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney, 
heads the Canadian Tobacco 
Manufacturers’ Council. Neville 
reputedly earns in excess of 
$300 000 peryear. William Kelly, a 
Tory Senator, serves as chairperson 
for Rothman’s board of directors. 
Kelly knows very little about to- 
bacco and a great deal about politi- 
cal maneuvering. 

Canada has three tobacco manu- 
facturers— Imperial Tobacco with 
54 percent of the market, Roth- 
mans Du Maurier (30 per cent) and 



center on health because countless 
medical studies have proven that 
the substance causes heart disease, 
cancer and obstructive lung dis- 
ease. 

“It’s not just a health issue any- 
more,” Sweanor told a Concordia 
audience last March. Rather, he 
explained, the tobacco problem is 
political because it involves fight- 
ing the industry which manufac- 
tures and sells the harmful sub- 
stance. 

“If you know of a lake that’s 
dying, and you want to find out 
what’s causing it, that’s a question 
of health," he said. “Once you find 
out that the cause is a particular 
factory on the lake, it’s no longer a 
health issue — you are now dealing 
with a political problem— how do 
you bring about change?" 

TOBACCO TERRORISM 

Non-smoking activists around 
the world speaking out against the 
tobacco industry are used to receiv- 
ing death threats. Sweanor cites nu- 
merous examples which reveal the 
rulhlessness of the tobacco indus- 
try, from Kenya to Hong Kong. 

“Dr. Judith McKay of Hong 
Kong has had threats against her 
life because she is fighting the to- 
bacco industry," Sweanor said.

THE CANCER SPREADS 

Sweanor notes that in Canada, 
tobacco companies have been in- 
volved in politics since the days of 
Louis St. Laurent. 

“This has been a tradition with 
the tobacco companies,” said 
Sweanor, referring to the indus- 
tries’ ability to buy political influ- 
ence. 

In 1964, when theU.S. Surgeon 
General first identified smoking as 
a health threat and a modem epi- 
demic, the tobacco industry had 
already acquired immense political 
clout Reacting to the Surgeon 
General’s report, Health Minister 
Judy LaMarche stood up in the 
House of Commons and said sig- 



RJR MacDonald (16 percent). 
Each of these are in turn owned or 
controlled by a few huge corpora- 
tions, such as British American To- 
bacco, Philip Morris and RJR Na- 
bisco, which dominate the tobacco 
industry in every industrialized 
country and in the Third World, 
with the exception of a few 
state-run tobacco industries. 

All of these tobacco companies 
are diversified, owning everything 
from drugstore chains tn insurance 
companies and mr- .ood m-mi- 
faclurcrs. But this >»cs not mean 
about the money the Heart Fpu nda- 
tion rccievcs from Imasco 

David Sweano, an attorney rep- 
resenting the Non-Smokers’ 
Rights Association, said the to- 
bacco dilemma should no longer 



the road and

In Kenya, British journalist John 
Medeley, who reports on global 
agriculture, has received threats 
and requires “a personal letter of 
permission from the president of 
the country” to travel in certain 
areas of Kenya. 

Medeley wrote articles about 
how the tobacco industry in Kenya 
has destroyed the countryside by 
cutting down trees for fuel to dry the 
tobacco being grown there. 
Sweanor was with Medeley when 
an executive from British Ameri- 
can Tobacco threatened him. Later 
the tobacco company used its influ- 
ence with the Kenyan government, 
which severely restricted Mede- 
lcy’s access to the tobacco growing 



that they would be willing to give 
up the immensely profitable to- 
bacco business. 

The tobacco business rakes in as 
much as 40 per cent from the sale of 
tobacco products. No other indus- 
try can come anywhere near this 
level of profitability, according to 
Sweanor. These profits are what 
allowed the companies to diversify 
in the first place. 

SMOKESCREENS 

When the Canadian government 
intorduced legislation to regulate 
tobacco advertisin (Bill C— 51) last 
year, the industry spent more that 
$4 million opposing it 

Part of the campaign against this 
single piece of legislation was an 
extremely deceptive ploy. The in- 
dustry composed dozens of letters 
in different styles of type objecting 
to the bill. They sent the letters out 
to two million Canadians asking 
that they sign the letter and send it to 
their MP in the enclosed envelope. 
The letters were intended to repre- 
sent a groundswell of protest 
against such a severe and restrictive 
law. 

The scam, uncovered by the 
Non-Smokers’ Rights 

Association,failcd and the bill was 
passed last summer. 

In addition to this scam, the 
tobacco industry employs many 
pawns. Sweanor explained that the 
pawns are everyone from the to- 
bacco farmers and tobacco factory 
workers to smokers’ rights 
groups — often dummy organiza- 
tions founded and funded by the 
tobacco industry. Although these 
individuals or groups work for or 
get money from the companies, it is 
minimal compared to the compa- 
nies’ earnings. 

The pawns are convenient for 
the industry to hide behind when it 
is justifying the manufacture of 
tobacco products on the basis of its 
importance to the economy. Mon- 
tiéal’s Smokers’ Freedom Society, 
which is funded by the tobaco in- 
dustry, is supposed to represent 
smokers. 

However, the group “doesn’t 
want to know what chemical addi- 
tives go into cigarettes or about 
specific warnings on packages 
which would allow customers to 
make informed decisions on smok- 
ing,” Sweanor said. These groupr 
appear to be smokers’ rights advo- 
cates when in fact they are relaying 
the industry’s point of view. ’ 

The tobacco industry spends 
millions of dollars and uses every 
device available, from political in- 
fluence to intimidation in order to 
sustain itself. 

Both Sweanor and Seibert agree 
that the only way to fight the com- 
panies is active advocacy on the 
parts of private individuals, groups 
and all levels of government. With- 
out an active and vocal opposition 
to tobacco products, the industry 
will continue to harvest the profits 
of a ‘modem epidemic.’
